f.—tl^e  Club  shall  be  called  the  Ottawa  Racquet 
Club. 


oiijrE€T. 


II.— The  Rac(|iiet  Club  is  established  in  the  City  of 
Ottawa  with  a  view  to  eiioourage  a^aste  for  Racquets, 
Hand-ball  and  Tennis. 


MAJSAGEnEHT. 


III.— The  government  aud  management  of  the  Club 
shall  be  confided  to  a  Gommitliee  consisting  of  a  Presi- 
dent, two  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and 
five  members. 
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IV.— This  Committee  shall  be  elected  animally  at  the 
general  meeting  of  the  members  on  the  first  Monday  of 
November  in  each  year ;  and  all  vacancies  thereafter 
occurring  in  this  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the 
remiiining  members  thereof ;  provided  that,  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  a  new  member  to  supply  such 
vacancy,  a  quorum  of  the  Committee  shall  not  be  less 
than  seven.  , 

v.— A  quorum  of  the  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  . 
of  its  members. 

VI,— The  Committee  shall  have  full  control  of  the 
fund^  of  the  Club,  and  shall  have  power  to  make,  alter 
and  adopt  any  By-Laws,  Rules  or  Regulations  that 
may  be  deemed  necessary  foi*  the  proper  managsment 
of  the  Clubj  when  not  inconsistent  with  the  letter  and 
spirit  of  the  Constitution. 

VII.— The  Committet*  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  an- 
nually a  detailed  statement  of  the  financial  condition 
of  the  Club,  showing  its  receipts  and  expenditures  for 
the  current  year,  the  number  of  members,  and  other 
matters  of  general  interest  to  the  Club ;  which  shall  be 
submitted  at  the  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Club. 

VIII. — ^The  interpretation  of  this  Constitution  shall 
rest  with  the  Committee. 

11^.— The  Gomniittee  shall  have  at  all  times  the  power 
to  convene  an  extraordinary  meeting  of.  the  CJluJ;)  on 
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giving  seven  days'  notice,  such  notice  to  be  postfed  in  the 
€hib-room,  specifying  the  object  of  such  meeting,  at 
w^hich  meeting  no  subject  shall  be  discussed  beyond 
I  hat  specified  in  the  notice.  Fifteen  qualified  members 
will  be  req\iisite  to  constitute  such  meeting. 


SKCRKTART. 

*  X.-^The  Secretary  of  the  Club  shall  give  previous 
notice  to  each  member  of  the  Committee  of  every 
meeting  of  the  Committee,  and  to  each  member  of  the 
Club  of  every  meeting  of  the  Cliib  ;  he  shall  issue 
notices  to  members,  make  and  keep  a  true  record  of  the 
proceedings  0/  all  meetings  of  the  Committee  and  of 
the  Club,  have  custody  of  the  Constitution,  By-Laws 
and  Records  of  the  Club,  and  conduct  its  correspondence. 


^  TREAAVIUBB. 

,  XI.—The  Treasurer  of  the  Club  shall  be  charged 
with  the  collection  and  custody  of  the  funds  of  the 
Club,  keep  a  regular  account  thereof,  and  submit  a 
monthly  report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Club 
10  the  Committee  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

lie  shall  also  report  and  submit  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing a  statement  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Club,  the  number  of  resident  members,  the  name  of 
delinquents,  and  the  amount  due  by  each. 
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XII.— Members  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes, 
active  and  honorary.  v 

Every  candidate  for  membership  shall  be  proposed 
and  seconded  by  two  members  of  the  Glnb. 

•  The  name,  profession,  and  reaidehce  of  the  proposed 
candidate  shall  be  inserted,  at  least  seven  days  before 
the  balloting,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  foi*  that  pnrpose,  and 
shall  be  accompanied  by  the  names  of  the  proposer  and 
seconder,  in  their  respective  handwriting  ;  and  a  tran- 
script of  s\ich  record  shall  be  simnltaneously  posted  by 
the  Secretary  on  the  bulletin  board  of  the  Glub-room. 

ELECTION  OF  MEMBERfli. 

Xni. — Members  to  be  elected  by  ballot.  To  elect  any 
candidate  fifteen  votes  mnst  be  cast,  and  one  black  ball 
in  seven  shall  exclude  ;  the  ballot  to  remain  open  for 
three  days,  two  of  the  Committee  with  the  Secretary 
being  necessary  to  open  the  ballot-box. 

XIV. — A  rejected  candidate  shall  be  ineligible  for 
election  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  his  rejection. 

RTRANOEIIS. 

XV. — Strangers  and  visitors  may  be  admitted  to  the 
Club-house  or  portions  thereof,  on  such  terms  and  for 
such  periods  as  the  Committee  shall  from  time  to  time 
determine. 
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UrOTICE  OF  RLECnON. 

XV J. — On  tlie  election  of  each  new  member,  the 
Secretary  shall  forthwith   notify  him  of  the  same, 

furnish  him  with  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  of  the 

Club,  and  request  him  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  the 

amoimt  of  his  entrance  fee  and  first  half-year's  sub- 

scriX'tion. 

XVII. —  Every  person  elected  shall  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  his  adniission  fee  and  fli*st  half-year's  sub- 
scription  before  being  in  any  way  adniitted  to  the 
privileges  of  the  Chib,  and  shall  then,  and  not  otherwise, 
be  a  member  of  the  Club ;  and  in  case  he  shall  fail  to 
do  so  within  one  month,  his  election  shall  be  void. 

XVIIL— The  Committee  shall  have  power,  by  a  vote 
of  the  majority  of  its  membei*s,  to  forfeit  the  member- 
ship of  any  member  of  the  Club  for  any  conduct  on 
his  part,  likely,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  to 
endanger  the  welfare,  interest  or  character  of  the 
Club.  At  anv  time  within  thirtv  davs  after  the 
notification  in  writing  of  such  forfeiture,  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Club  shaU  be  called,  if  requested,  in  writing, 
by  ^fteen  members,'  addressed  to  the  Secretary,  at 
which  meeting  an  appeal  may  be  taken  from  the 
decision  of  the  Committee,  and  the  member  mav  be 
restored  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  Club.     - 
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XIX. — A^  expenses  incurred  by  the  members  shall  be 
paid  by  them  at  least  weekly.  Members  introducing  a 
visitor  will  be  held  responsible  for  any  subscription  or 
account  left  unsettled  by  him.  \ 

XX.— The  name  of  any  member  failing  to  pay  his 
annual  subscription  when  due,  shall  be  placed  in  the 
frame  provided  for  notices  on  the  first  day  of  the 
following  month,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  to  such 
member;  and  if  the  subscription  be  not  paid  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  the  following  month,  the  person 
so  failing  to  pay  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Club, 
and  his  name  shall  be  erased  from  the  list  of  members 
and  books  accordingly. 

Any  mcmbtr  signifying  his  intention  of  remaining 
absent  from  the  City  over  one  year,  and  remaining 
for  that  period,  shall  be  exempt  from  paying  his  annual 
subscription  during  his  absence,  by  giving  notice  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary  and  Treasurei-. 

XXL—The  members  of  the  Club  shall  hold  an 
annual  meeting  on  the  first  Monday  in  November  in 
each  year.

XXII. — A  special  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be 
called  by  the  Committee  upon  the  written  request  of 
ten  members,  of  which  seven  days'^notice  shall  be  given 
to  all  resident  members  by  the  Secretary. 
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XXlII.-^Fifteen  membei*s  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
at  a  general  or  special  meeting :  at  such  general  or 
'special meetings,  members  may  be  represented  by  proxy. 

CONSTITVTION. 

XXIV. — ^To  amend  this  Constitution  the  proposed 
amemdment  shall  be  subscribed  by  at  least  ten 
members  and  presented  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall 
cause  the  amendment,  with  the  signatures,  to  be  posted 
for  seven  days  on  the  bulletin  board  in  the  Club- 
room,  and  present  the  same  to  the  Club  at  the  next 
meeting. 

Simultaneously  with  the  posting  of  the  notice  is 
above,  a  copy  of  it  shall  be  i^.  ut  bv  the  Secretary  lo 
f^r'h  resident  member. 

Two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Club,  present  in 
person  at  such  general  meeting,  or  represented  by 
proxy,  shall  be  required  to  confirm  such  proposed 
amendment. 

RIOHTS  AND  BCTIES  OF  MESfHERfil. 

XXV. — ^Active  members  of  the  Club  joining  after 
the  adoption  of  this  Constitution  shall  pay  an  entrance 
fee  of  five  dollars  and  the  sUm  of  ten  dollars  as  an 
annual  subscription  payable  semi-annually  in  advance 
on  the  first  day  of  June  and  December  in  each  year. 
Honorary  members  shall,  on  paying  an  annual  su]>-\ 
scription  of  five  dollars,  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges 
of  the  Club  except  playing  and  voting. 
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XXVI.-^Any  person  becoming  members  after  the 
said  date  above  stated,  shall  on  their  admission  pay  in 
advance  up  to  the  1st  June  or  1st  December,  as  the  case 
may  be,  such  proportion  of  the  semi-annual  rate  as  the 
broken  period  will  bear  to  the  half-yc  ar.         ^ 

XXVIl. — All  complaints  and  all  suggestions  as  to 
the  management  of  the  Club  shall  be  made  in  writing 
to  the  Executive  Committee. , 

XXVIII. — No  member  shall  take  any  property  what- 
ove/belonging  to  the  Club  from  the  Club-house,  except 
on  the  authority  of  a  resolulion  of  the  Committee. 

XXIX.  —  All  resignations  shall  be  in  writing  ad- 
dressed to  the  Secretary.  No  member  can  resign  while 
indebted  to  the  Club. 

XXX.— The  Committee  shall  hold  monthly  meet- 
ings ou  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  8.30  p. xf.

OTTAWA  RACQUET  OLUB. 


I.— The  management  of  the  Court  and  Building  to  be 
in  the  hands  of  a  Committee  of  five  members  to  be 
'selected  by  the  general  Committee  from  its  members ; 
three  of  whom  to  form  a  quorum. 

II — The  Court  Committee  shall  direct  the  general 
management  of  the  Court,  fix  the*  price  of  games,  balls, 
etc.,  and  adopt  rules  and  regulations  governing  the 
same* 

III. — The  Club-rooms  and  Court  shall  be  open  from 
six  o'clock  every  morning  from  1  st  April  to  1  st  Novem- 
ber, and  for  the  other  months  of  the  year  at  7  a.  m.^  and 
kept  open  till  such  time  as  shall  be  fixed  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Court  Committee. 

ly. — Strangers,  residing  more  than  twenty-five  miles 
beyond  the  City  limits,  may  be  allowed  Ihe  privilege  of 
the  Club  for  two  weeks  once  in  six  months  on  being 
introduced  by  a  member ;  the  nailie  of  the  visitor  and 
that  of  the  member  introducing  Him  being  both  record- 
ed in  the  visitors'  book,  and  such  member  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  visitor  thus  introduced ;  provided, 
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however,'  that  such  privHege  shall  be  extended  only 
upon  the  approval  of  a  member  of  the  Court  Committee. 

v.— Non-residents  caii  become  temporary  members 
for  from  one  to  six  months,  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars 
for  one  or  two  months,  five  dollars  for  three  mOQtUs 
and  one  dollar  for  every  month  after,  by  being  pro- 
posed by  a  member  and  approved  of  by  the  Committee 
of  th*^  Court.  . 

VI.— No  resident  (not  a  member)  shall  be  permitted 
to  enter  the  building  unless  accompai;ied  by  a  membery 
and  such  privilege  shall  be  extended  not  oftener  than 
once  in  every  week.  A  resident  so  admitted  shall  not, 
however,  have  the  privilege  of  playing. 

VII. — On  the  occasion  of  special  matches  the  galleries 
shall  be  open  to  members  only,  but  any  room  beyond 
that  occupied  by  them  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  friends 
of  the  members  equally. 

VIII. — ^The  Court  can  be  reserved  for  Tennis  on  sucli 
days  and  between  such  hours  as  the  Court  Committee 
may  from  tirae  to  time  deem  advisable. 

IX. — Members  of  other  Racquet  Clubs  may  have  the 
privilege  of  using  the  Club-rooms  and  Court,  providing 
the  clubs  to  which  such  members  shall  belong,  extend 
lilie  privilege  to  the  members  of  the  Ottawa  Racquet 
Club.

OTTAWA  RACQUET  CLUB. 


I. — Members  wishing  to  play  will  enter  their  names 
on  the  slate  in  their  own  handwriting,  and  for  that  day 
only  on  which  the  name  is  entered,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  Court  according  to  their  numbers  {a  lour  de  role) 
— except  there  be  a  pre-arranged  match  between  two 
or  four  members,  in  which  case  one  of  them  shall  be 
entitled  to  sign  his  name  on  the  slate  for  the  others. 

11. — The  first  name  on  the  slate  has  the  right  of 
choosing  his  own  match,  but  the  names  of  the  players 
in  that  match  are  to  be  erased  as  soon  as  it  commeP''"s 
and  may  not  be  again  entered  on  the  slate  till  the  close 
of  the  rubber. 

III. — One  rubber  only  can  be  i)layed  by  the  same 
party ;  hut  should  any  of  those  going  out  be  wanted  to 
make  up  the  next  match,  they  must  draw  lots  if  they 
cannot  agree  otherwise.  When  tlie  rubber  is  a  short 
one  the  losing  side  shall  have  the  privilege  of  playing 
a  third  ga?^'*. 
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IV. — Exchanging  numbers"  will  be  allowed  ,  only 
when  it  is  done  to  equalize  a  match,  and  wij^h  the 
approval  of  those  entitled  to  tiie  Court. 

v.— Should  the  Court  be  disengaged  at  the  conclusion 
of  a  match,  the  players  may  commence  a  new  rubber 
and  play  it  out. 

VI. — If  a  suspension  of  play  for  live  minvites  takes 
place  during  or  between  games  or  rubbers,  the  Court 
is  to  be  considered  vacant. 

VII. — No  player  to  strike  a  ball  intentionally  on  or 
after  the  second  hop.  ,  \ 

VIII. — No  player  allowed  to  enter  the  Court  in  nailed 
boots  or  shoes  of  any  description. 

IX. — Smoking  or  using  tobacco  in  any  way  while 
playing  is  strictly  prohibited. 

X. — ^The  Court  may  be  secured  for  matches  of  general 
interest,  single  or  double,  not  exceeding  five  games,  on 
forty-eight  hours'  notice  being  posted  at  the  Court. 

XL— Any  odds  beyond  an  extra  hand  to  be  made  up 
by  aces,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  players  waiting 
for  the  Court. 

XII.— After  each  match  one  of  the  players  shall  enter 
in  the  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  his  name  and  the 
amount  paid  or  due  for  the  games  just  played,  and  the 
number  of  new  balls  procured.

XIII. — Members  playing  with  the  Marker  shall  be 
charged  for  all  games,  \yhether  they  win  or  lose. 

XIV. — No  member  will  be  allowed  to  use  another 
member's  clothes,  shoe^r  rackets,  without  the  permis- 
sion of  the  owner,
